GUERNSEY. 

Guernsey,  the  most  western  of  the  Channel  Islands,  lies  in  the  Bay  of 
Avranches,  82  miles  from  Weymouth,  the  nearest  port,  40  from  Cherbourg,  and 
63  from  St.  Malo. 

It  is  triangular  in  shape,  with  an  area  of  24.5  square  miles  and  an  acreage 
of  15,654.  The  soil,  composed  of  disintegrated  granite  and  schist,  is  very 
fertile.  Enormous  quantities  of  tomatoes  and  other  fruit,  vegetables  and 
flowers  are  grown,  chiefly  under  glass,  for  export. 

This  industry  is  the  chief  one,  but  in  addition  a quantity  of  granite  for 
road-making  is  exported.  The  rearing,  for  sale  in  England  and  the  United 
States,  of  the  far-famed  Guernsey  cattle  (including  those  from  Alderney 
and  Sark)  is  an  important  industry.  These  cattle  are  highly  prized,  not  only 
for  the  richness  of  their  milk,  but  above  all  for  then  freedom  from  Tuberculosis. 

There  are  two  harbours,  situated  at  St.  Peter  Tort  and  St.  SampSdlTsTthe 
two  towns  of  the  island. 

The  population  at  the  census  of  1911  was  41,854  ; in  1921  it  was  stated  to 
be  37,914  with  1,098  visitors,  and  the  figures  for  1931  show  a population  of 
40,588. 
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Guernsey  is  a health  resort  throughout  the  year,  but  particularly  so  in  the 
summer  and  autumn  months.  Not  only  are  its  natural  beauties  so  great,  but 
its  salubrious  yet  bracing  climate  is  highly  attractive.  It  is  cooler  in  summer 
and  warmer  in  winter  than  on  the  mainland. 

Drainage  is  good  and  modern  in  the  towns,  and  extensions  to  the  country 
districts  have  been  made.  The  water  supply,  now  the  property  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  Island,  is  of  exceptional  purity  and  derived  from  deep  wells,  but 
additional  sources  of  supply  from  streams  have  lately  been  obtained. 

Guernsey,  Alderney,  Sark,  Herm  and  Jethou,  constitute  a Bailiwick  under 
a Lieutenant-Governor.  The  Bailiff  is  the  chief  Civil  Official.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

Lady  and  Gentlemen, — 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  second  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Island  of  Guernsey  for  the  year  1936. 

The  year  was  an  important  one,  as  the  “ Ordonnance  relative  a La  Sante 
Publique  1936  ” giving  the  Board  extensive  powers  over  Sanitation  and  In- 
fectious Diseases  was  passed  by  the  Royal  Court. 

The  “ Ordonnance  ayant  rapport  aux  Sages-Femmes  ” also  came  into 
force,  which  should  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  mothers  of  the  Island,  as  it  will 
enable  the  poorest  to  have  the  attendance  of  a Medical  Practitioner  when 
necessary. 

The  matter  of  better  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse,  and  the  prevention 
of  indiscriminate  dumping,  was  referred  to  the  Board,  whose  scheme  to  obtain 
this  was  later  agreed  to  in  principle  by  the  “ States  ”. 

The  Board  were  also  consulted  with  reference  to  a proposed  scheme  for  the 
destruction  of  rats. 

The  health  of  the  Island  was  again  good,  and  Epidemic  and  Infections  were 
rare,  with  the  exception  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough,  both  of  which 
occurred  in  epidemic  form.  There  is,  however,  an  urgent  need  of  measures  for 
the  prevention  and  cme  of  Venereal  Diseases. 

Full  details  of  the  vital  statistics  of  the  island  and  of  the  work  done  will 
be  found  in  the  appropriate  sections.

POPULATION. 

The  population  at  the  middle  of  the  year  is  estimated  to  be  41,960.  The 
estimates  of  previous  years  I consider  were  too  low,  as  the  excess  of  immigration 
over  emigration  was  not  allowed  for  sufficiently. 
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BIRTHS. 

There  were  708  births — 371  Males  and  337  Females.  There  were  27  still  births  ; 
Slessthanin  1935.  The  birth  rate  is  the  smallest  ever  recorded.  Illegitimate  births 
numbered  40,  a rate  of  5.6  per  cent,  of  the  total  live  births  as  compared  with 
a rate  of  6.9  per  cent,  in  1935. 


DEATHS. 

There  were  545  deaths — -Males,  272,  and  273  Females,  a crude  death  rate 
of  12.9  per  1,000,  and  a corrected  death  rate  of  9.0  per  1,000. 

The  deaths  were  27  in  excess  of  those  in  1935. 

The  number  of  deaths  during  the  four  quarters  of  the  year  were  respectively 
158,  155,  104,  128.

MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

There  were  only  two  deaths  of  mothers,  one  from  haemorrhage,  and  the 
other  from  shock,  giving  a rate  of  2.7  per  1,000  live  births,  as  compared  Avith  a 
rate  of  3.8  in  1935,  and  a rate  in  England  and  Wales  of  4.0. 

Very  excellent  work  is  done  by  the  various  hospitals,  but  the  Lady  Ozanne 
Maternity  Home  is  rapidly  becoming  too  small  to  cope  Avith  the  number  of 
applicants  for  admission. 

As  extensions  to  the  present  home  are  not  practicable,  assistance  in  the 
provision  of  a new  and  larger  home  should  be  considered  by  the  States  in  con- 
nection with  their  future  hospital  policy.  The  Ordonnance  ayant  rapport  aux 
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Sages-Femmes  came  into  effect  on  October  1st.  This  should  have  considerable 
ffect  in  raising  the  level  of  midwifery  amongst  the  poorer  mothers  of  the 
Island,  as  it  enables  midwives  to  call  in  medical  assistance  when  advisable, 
even  though  the  mother  is  unable  to  pay  the  fee.  Medical  assistance  was  thus 
sought  in  17  cases  in  the  last  three  months  of  the  year. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

There  were  42  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  giving  a rate  of 
59.3  per  1,000  births  as  compared  with  a rate  of  59.2  in  1935. 

Excellent  work  is  being  done  at  the  Infant  Welfare  and  Anti-natal  clinics 
in  St.  Peter  Port  and  in  St.  Sampson’s  of  the  respective  nursing  associations, 
but  there  is  yet  no  provision  made  for  those  people  in  these  areas  who  do  not 
become  members,  nor  is  there  any  clinic  for  the  people  living  in  the  Country 
parishes. 

Until  facilities  for  advice  and  treatment  are  made  available  for  these 
mothers  and  infants,  the  efforts  to  control  Infant  Mortality  in  the  Island  are 
necessarily  very  incomplete. 

CANCER. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  was  68,  giving  a rate  of  1.6  per  1,000  ; 
this  rate  is  considerably  lower  than  that  for  1935. 

MARRIAGES. 

There  were  379  marriages,  a rate  of  9.0  per  1,000  of  the  population.  Of 
these  191  took  place  in  Church  of  England,  34  in  Roman  Catholic  and  61  in 
Nonconformist  Churches. 

There  were  93  at  the  Greff e Office. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  was  very  little  notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  during  the  year,  there 
being  notifications  of  one  case  each  of  : 

Paratyphoid,  Diphtheria,  Encephalitis  Lethargica,  Cerebro -Spinal  Fever, 
and  Erysipelas  and  two  of  Infantile  Paralysis.  The  deaths  numbered  two  ; one 
from  Cerebro -Spinal  Fever  and  one  from  Encephalitis  Lethargica.  There  were 
nine  cases  of  dysentery.  There  were  outbreaks  of  Whooping  Cough  and 
Measles,  with  five  deaths  and  six  deaths  respectively. 

The  following  were  the  admissions  to  King  Edward  Sanatorium  : — 
Diphtheria,  1 ; Pertussis  3 ; Measles,  17  ; German  Measles,  3 ; Ententes,  1 ; 
Debility,  2 ; Septic  Bronchitis,  1 ; Erysipelas,  1 ; Infantile  Paralysis,  2 ; 
Chicken-Pox,  1 ; Encephalitis,  1 ; Dysentery,  9 ; Paratyphoid,  1 ; Bronchial 
Asthma,  1 ; Peritonitis,  1 — Total,  45. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 

There  were  30  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  during  the  year — Pulmonary,  22 ; 
other  forms,  8 — a rate  of  0.71,  0.52  and  0.19  per  1,000  respectively. 

Compared  with  the  previous  year,  the  total  number  of  deaths  has  fallen  by 
five  ; the  Pulmonary  cases  have  fallen  by  ten,  and  there  is  an  increase  of  five 
in  the  deaths  from  other  forms. 

The  very  marked  fall  in  the  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  from 
32  to  22,  is  particularly  gratifying. 

There  were  53  notifications  of  Tubercidosis. 

The  attendances  at  the  Chest  Clinic  at  Lukis  House  were  as  follows  : — 

Thirty  cases  diagnosed  as  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

Two  cases  ,,  ,,  Abdominal  Tuberculosis. 

- One  case  ,,  ,,  Glandular  Tuberculosis. 

One  case  under  observation. 

Thirteen  cases  were  found  not  to  be  Tubercular. 

Six  X-Rays  were  taken. 

The  necessity  of  early  diagnosis  to  ensure  treatment  and  supervision  at 
the  most  favourable  stage  of  the  disease  should  be  more  fully  recognised. 

This  can  only  be  attained  by  co-operation  between  the  patient,  the  private 
medical  practitioner  and  the  clinic. 

Thirty -three  cases  were  admitted  to  King  Edward  Sanatorium  during  the 
year. 


HOUSING. 

The  Ordonnance  relative  a La  Sante  Publique,  1936,  was  passed  in  March. 

A large  number  of  inspections  have  been  made,  and  notices  have  been 
served  when  nuisances  have  been  found  or  where  repairs  have  been  required. 

The  details  are  given  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report. 

A large  number  of  houses  have  been  rendered  fit  for  habitation,  but  there 
is  a considerable  residue  that  are  in  such  condition  that  they  cannot  be  made  fit 
at  reasonable  cost. 

These  are  chiefly  occupied  by  the  less  desirable  type  of  tenant,  who  cannot 
often  find  alternative  accommodation,  so  that  it  is  not  possible  at  present  in 
many  cases  to  serve  closing  orders.  In  the  Western  Parishes,  although  most  of 
the  cottages  are  in  fairly  good  condition,  many  are  very  small,  so  that  there  is 
much  overcrowding. 

In  1936  twenty-eight  houses  were  completed  at  Sous  Les  Houges,  Vale,  and 
eighteen  were  commenced  at  Victoria  Avenue,  St.  Sampson’s,  under  the  aegis 
of  the  Homes  for  Workers  Committee. 

These  houses  will  relieve  to  some  extent  the  housing  shortage  in  regard  to 
the  better  type  of  tenant,  but  with  an  increasing  population,  the  shortage  will 
by  no  means  be  solved. 
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I would  like  to  thank  the  Bailiff  for  the  interest  which  he  has  always  taken 
in  this  most  difficult  of  Public  Health  Problems,  and  to  thank  the  Board  of 
Health  for  their  unfailing  support.  In  addition  I must  express  my  appreciation 
of  the  most  helpful  co-operation  of  the  Committees  for  the  “ Construction  of 
Houses  ” and  “ Homes  for  Workers  ” and  their  officials,  and  draw  attention 
to  the  painstaking  and  efficient  work  of  the  States  Sanitary  Inspector. 

LABORATORY. 

The  total  number  of  examinations  was  156,  an  increase  of  38  on  the  previous 
year. 

The  examination  for  Notifiable  Infectious  disease  were  very  few,  due  to  the 
infrequency  of  these  diseases,  but  there  were  128  examinations  for  Tuberculosis. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

This  matter  was  referred  by  the  States  to  the  Board  of  Health.  The  Board 
proposed  that  in  the  Urban  districts  of  the  Island  there  should  be  collection 
and  incineration  of  refuse,  and  that  in  the  Country  Parishes,  suitable  quarries 
or  other  places  should  be  found  for  “ Controlled  Tipping  ” ; the  responsible 
authorities  to  be  the  Parish  Douzaines  and  their  Constables. 

These  proposals  were  approved  in  principle  by  the  States,  and  schemes  for 
the  collection  and  incineration  of  refuse  are  now’  in  operation  in  St.  Peter  Port, 
St.  Sampson’s  and  St.  Martin’s.  In  collaboration  with  the  Parish  Constables, 
the  Board  of  Health  has  been  making  investigations  to  find  suitable  dumping 
places  in  the  remaining  Parishes. 

CREMATION. 

There  were  17  bodies  cremated,  of  which  6 were  brought  from  Jersey. 

THALASSOL. 

The  number  of  gallons  of  thalassol  made  during  the  year  was  17,590.  The 
plant  is  still  working  efficiently. 

STATES  WATER  SUPPLY. 

An  extension  of  the  mains  to  L’Ancresse,  as  advocated  in  my  report  for 
1935,  has  been  completed.  This  is  certain  to  be  of  very  great  benefit,  as  owing 
to  the  low-lying  nature  of  the  ground,  contamination  of  the  surface  vrells  was 
unavoidable. 
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DRAINAGE. 

Drains  have  been  laid  in  St.  Martin’s,  but  the  density  of  population 
in  L’Ancresse  is  such  that  the  only  satisfactory  method  of  disposal  of  sewage  is 
by  the  laying  of  main  drains. 

The  Bailiff's  Cross  district  would  also  benefit  by  system  of  drainage.  In 
this  connection  I would  mention  that  a number  of  cases  of  Dysentery  occurred 
in  the  Vale  district,  due  in  my  opinion  to  the  pollution  of  wells  by  leaky  cesspits. 

MILK. 

The  standard  of  samples  taken  is  good  on  the  whole.  Two  successful 
prosecutions  were  taken  during  the  year. 

The  inspection  of  farms  and  dairies  has  been  continued  ; details  will  be 
found  in  the  report  of  the  States  Sanitary  Inspector. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

Bacteriological  tests  for  these  diseases  are  done  at  Lukis  House,  serum  tests 
being  sent  to  London. 

A scheme  for  the  free  treatment  of  these  diseases  is  long  overdue,  as  there 
is  no  doubt  from  information  obtained  from  local  medical  men  and  others,  that 
these  diseases  are  on  the  increase  in  the  Island,  and  unless  measures  are  taken 
for  their  control  as  is  the  case  in  England,  they  will  become  a very  serious  social 
menace  in  the  near  future.

In  places  where  the  States  Water  supply  was 
available,  wells  were  closed  and  States  water  connected.  I am  greatly  indebted 
to  Mr.  A.  A.  Allain,  Manager  of  the  States  Water  Board  for  his  co-operation 
in  extending  mains  to  the  Route  Militaire  and  Les  Sauvagees  districts.

DISINFECTION 

Fifty-six  rooms  were  disinfected  in  connection  with  tubercular  diseases 
and  thirty  for  other  infectious  diseases.  Bedding  wras  also  disinfected  for  the 
Lady  Ozanne  Maternity  Home,  Town  and  Country  Hospitals  ; three  thousand 
one  hundred  articles  were  steam  disinfected  without  injury  at  the  King  Edward 
Sanatorium. 


BUGS 

I have  made  periodical  inspections  of  States  Houses  during  the  year,  and 
when  necessary  have  fumigated  rooms  for  the  eradication  of  this  pest.  H.C.N. 
gas  has  not  been  adopted,  hence  the  necessity  for  keeping  these  houses  under 
observation  for  such  a long  period.  Evidently  the  spraying  solution  used  has 
proved  very  effective.
